companies. 
Though it went no reported and unnoticed by 
many rank and tile delegates, a move was 
launched during the closing days of the conven­ 
tion to harness tills awesome concentration of 
money, and use it to unionize insurance com­ 
panies, banks, stock m antels, and financial 
houses. 


ODDLY, THE FIRST public mention oi the 
move cam e during a floor discussion of the 
union label. The full meaning of this iaborite 
Fort Knox was first analyzed iormahy bv wil­ 
liam A. Gillen, president of Me Insurance Work­ 
ers International Union. Taking to the micro­ 
phone he urged the other 900 union chiefs to un­ 
derstand fully the vast power they now have in 
the financial markets 


He asserted that big insurance companies 
could be toppled easily if union* controlling the 
placement of billions of dollar* in mass insur­ 
ance would in effect boycott those companies 
which did not cooperate in efforts to unionize 
their employes 


Those of us who are really jus! getting un­ 
der way, ’ shouted Gillen, “at organizing large, 
rich, unorganized industries cannot today use the 
dramatic tools of our predecessors — the ‘sit-ins’ 
oi the ’30s, or the incredibly courageous, blooay 
strikes of an earlier day. So we must devise 
new ways of getting the job done, and one of 
these is that AFL-CIO unions follow with unan­ 
imity and sincerity the time-honored union prin­ 
ciple of ‘Buy Union.- 


“We can do the job of organizing the unor­ 
ganized industries, but we must have the pres­ 
sure oi a full-scale ‘Buy Union' campaign to do 
the job. If we have it, our affiliates will be 
able to organize group* which they might other­ 
wise not have thought possible-Cental techni­ 
cians, 
for 
example, 
making 
dentures 
under 
union-negotiated health (welfare) plans." 


GILLEN ARGUED that the shifting of billions 
ol dollars or the threat to withdraw the money 
or the actual boycott ot companies could accom ­ 
plish almost automatic unionization in the white 
collar new frontier. Gillen was loudly applauded. 
This could be done easily 
The labor leader 
often is the chief fiduciary officer of his union. 
Some control central funds totaling half a mil­ 
lion dollars in pools owned by the union itself. 
Others have tue decisive voice in the investin' nt 
ot several billion dollars worth of pension funds. 
Some premiums on group insurance run as high 
as half a billion dollars a year. 


In addition, the AFL-CIO has an Investment 
Department advising those unions who come to 
it—and thus can direct the investments of hun­ 
dreds of labor organizations. In turn this de­ 
partment iias created a mortgage trust with d 
$50 million capitalization. 
If this power is coordinated and harnessed, it 
will be able to exert tremendous influence on tht 


"Wall Sireet" 
DURING THE CONVENTION some of the spe­ 
cialists In the world of money also outlined the 
political value of heavy cash deposits. One labor 
leader told of forcing a big Eastern bank to 
cease supporting the Taft-Hartlev 14B clause and 
end the editoria izing in toe b n k * monthly let­ 
ter in support of anti union shop laws. 
A Western labor man spoke of e .orts to force 
one bank from participating in a joint lobbying 
effort. Bank officials were told that the local 
k.bor men would withdraw their funds if the 
hank did not withdraw its lobbyist and cease 
its financial backing of other business lobbyists 
in the state capital 
Money m a\ be the root of man> »hings. but 
the labor people plan to make it the root ot or­ 
ganizing drives in manv new and fertile areas 
of the space age.

debt and increases in uie interest pavment of 
billions 


Die danger is that the amount ot money the 
government has to borrow to pay its bills could 
create an inflationary psychology and generate 
tears that the dollar might come to be worth 
oruy a tew pennies in purchasing power. 
The moral is that interes on debt is an ex­ 
pense that should be paid out of a balanced 
badge* and should not be constantly borrowed.
